Slate Railroad Commission Orders Cleclric 
Railroad to Build New Structure as 
": Present One is Dangerous 



On September 2G, 1012, by order of 
the Illinois State Railroad and Ware- 
house commiasion, the Genesee street 
brldKCt Waulcegan, Illinois, will be de- 
clared unfit for further use by the Chi- 
cago & Milwaukee Railroad company 
and a format notice to this effect will 
be presented to the company by the city 
commission of Waukegan. 

Although the bridge was practically 
speaking condemned a year ago by the 
state commission, the railroad company 
was granted a permit to operate their 
cars over the bridge for a period of one 
year. This permit was granted by the 
commission with two restrictions— a 
"speed" restriction and a "car weight" 
restriction. - 

Inasmuch as the company has failed 
to comply with this order, the "city 
fathers," to protect their interests will 
close the bridge on Sept 26, 1912. 

The finding of the commission is pre- 
aented. herewith in a communication 
from the secretary of the commission 
Air. J. J. Dietmeyer, commissioner of 
public improvements. 

Secretary Kilpatrlck'a letter: 
'•J. J. Dietmeyer, 

Waukegan, Illinois, 
Dear Sir:— 

"In answer to your wire of this date 
in regard to the action of this commis- 
sion in 'fegard to the Genesee street 
bridge on the Chicago and Milwaukee 
Electric Railroad company. 

On the 26th day of September the 
commission entered an order on the re- 
commendation of the consulting en- 
gineer to the commission which was as 
follows: 

"Dn Sept. 6, 1911, prior to the filing 
of the final order in this case, the en- 
gineer further reported to the commis- 
sion, and that part of his report which 
is pertinent to his order is as follows: 

"As a result of other meetings be- 
tween Assistant Engineer Van Hook 
and Mr. Kasselbaum, Engineer M. of 
W. of the Chicago & Milwaukee Elec- 
tric R. R. company, it developed that 
Mr. Kasselbaum had furnished us with 
data with respect to the weight of 
equippment which was not correct. 

"Mr. Van Hook being furnished with 
correct data, it developed that this 
bridge would be safe covering a period 
of another year provided.,that cars do 
not exceed the limit of Hve miles an 
hour while passing over it 

"This Is figured on a basis that no 
cars shall exceed 90,000 pounds in 
weight would be permitted to cross the 
bridge. I would, therefore recommend 
that this case be disposed of by issuing 
an order which would provide sub- 
stantially as follows: 

"As a result of corrected data fur- 
nished- to the railroad and warehouse 
commission by the Chicago & Milwau- 
kee Electric Railroad company permis- 
sion is hereby given the said Chicago & 
Milwaukee Railroad company to make 
use of said bridge for a period of one 
year from date thereot, providing that 
no cars, including Its'lottd, shall weigh 
more than 90,000 pounds, and provided 
further that the speed shall not exceed 
five miles an hour while crossing said 
bridge." 

The commission bemg fully advised 
in the premises and having heard the 
statements of its engineers ond other 
parties in interest, It la herefore or- 
dered, adjudged and degrees that the 
recommendations last above made by 
the engineer of this commission bo and 
the same are hereby made the order of 
the commission and the said road Is 
hereby authorized to use said bridge 
for a period of one year from this date 
provided that no cars be allowed to pass 
over said bridge with a ^elght exceed- 
Jng 90,000 pounds and provided further 
t)iat the speed shall not exceed five 
milea per hour while crossing the said 
bridge. 

Itls further ordered that said com- 

Eany prepare plans and be , ready to 
ave a bridge completed to. take the 
place of the present bridge one (1) 
■ year, f ronn this date, By order of the 
commlBsIonthlB 26th day of September, 
1911, dated at Springfield, 111.

DYNAMITE KILLS MAN 

Lake Geneva Contractor Is Victim of a 
■ Peculiar Accident 

Dynamite, which James Judson of 
Lake Geneva had strapped to the seat 
in the rear of his motorcycle, exploded 
when the machine went over a rough 
piece of road, injuring Judson so badly 
that he dled'shortly after being carried 
to his home, 

Judaon went to Burilngton Friday af- 
ternoon to purchase the dynamite fnr 
some work which ho had to do at Lake 
Geneva. Securing the explosive, he 
strapped it securely to the small seat 
in fhe rear of the machine, used to 
carry a secotid person, never thinking 
that the jolting of the motorcycle over 
the rough country roads would be 
sufficient to "setoff" the dynamite. 

Everything went well until Judson 
was only a short distance from Lake 
Geneva, and encountered an exception- 
ally rough piece of road, when the dyna- 
mite went oft with a report which 
could be heard for a long distance. At- 
tracted by the report, farmers came 
running to the scene, and found Judaon 
lying alongside of the road, with his 
clothes torn to shreds, and his body 
frightfully mutilated. He was uncon- 
scious and was carried Into the city, 
surgical attendance being summoned as 
soon as possible. < 

He never gained consciousness, how- 
ever, dying a few hours after the ac- 
cident. 

Judson was about 34 years of age, 
and was well known in the county sur- 
rounding Lake Geneva. The funeral 
was held from his home In Lake Gene- 
va Sunday afternoon.

Claiming that he received permanent 
injuries when he was struck by the 
automobile belonging to Andrew T. 
White of Groyslake, Louis Dorf of 
Chicago a minor, through his father, as 
his nearest kin, has started sOlt against 
the Lake county man in the circuit 
court, in the amount of $10,000. The 
suit was filed Friday. 

In the bill it is related that on Aug. 
23, 1911, while he was standing on Mil- 
waukee avenue near Irving Park in 
Chicago, the Dorf boy was struck by 
the automobile owned and' driven by 
White. 

As a result of the accident the boy 
it is charged, received a broken leg 
besides many cuts, bruises, sprains 
and shocks to his nervous system so, 
that he was permanently shocked 
which In future will cause him pain of 
body and mind.

An employe of the Soo Line 
company Is on the spot superintending 
the work, and everything now seema 
to indicate .that the long promised, 
long hoped for new depot will be ready 
for use by the time the summer traffic 
is at its height.

The unceasing labor of the various 
searching parties thot have patrolled 
the waters of Fox Lake continually 
since the night of May 8 were rewarded 
on Saturday last by locating the bodies 
of four of the six victims of the drown- 
ing accident. After having been In 
the water eleven days the bodies rose 
to the surface and three were Recover- 
ed in the afternoon and near evening 
a fourth was found. 

Among the first to be found was 
that of George Russell of Ingleslde. 
The funeral was held at Ingleslde Sun- 
day afternoon and the remains were In* 
terred in the Fox Lake cemetery at 
Monaville. He is survived by his two 
small children his only living relatives. 
His wife who was a daughter of Ola 
Hanson of Rollins died last September. 
When he was only a small lad he was 
left an orphan and was brought up in 
the family of Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
Stickles of this village. 

The remaining two bodies, those of 
Herman Huhn of Ingleslde and Louis 
Trueschke- were found this week,-the 
former on Monday and the latter on 
Tuesday afternoon at four o'clock. 

The complete list of the victims, all 
of whom have been recovered, follows: 

Mrs. Mable Hanson, 25 years, Chica- 
go; Thomas Potrick,.23 years, Chicago; 
Herman Huhn, 19 years, Ingleslde; 
Geo. Russell, 35 years, Ingleside: Jacob 
Hoefer, 25 years, Desplalnes; Michael 
Klonder. 24 years, Chicago; Louis 
Truschke, 26 years, Chicago. 

As soon as it was known that the 
boat had gone down the people in the 
vicinity went out In motor boats armed 
with grappling hooks and began to 
drag the lake. After a few days' of 
fruitless search, a large seine net was 
pre|sed into use with the practical as- 
surance that it would pcik up the 
bodies. This failed to be the cose how- 
ever, despite the fact that it seemed 
that the bottom of Fox Lake has been 
gone over as fine as If with a fine-tooth 
comb. The belief that the current 
might have carried the bodies Into 
Nippersink lake caused this lake to be 
dragged also, but without result. 

Despite that all efforts seemed to be 
unavailing, the search was not given 
up and had the bodies not arisen tu the 
surface when they did, dynamite would 
have been exploded. This was put off 
as a last resort because it would have 
killed so many fish. 

Coroner Taylor has 'been informed of 
the deaths and the inquest will be held 
at once. The jury was impannelled 
severol days ago and aufflcient evi- 
dence taken to identify the bodies that 
had been recovdred up to that time. 
The coroner now will make an inquisi- 
tion into the accident and while it will 
be impossible to attach blame for the 
accident to anyone as the, owner and 
engineer of the launch was also drown- 
ed, it is believed that the coroner will 
suggest that better life saving facili- 
ties he installed on all pleasure boats 
on the small lakes of the county. 

The launch which was of steel sank 
of its own weight and although the 
lake has been so thoroughly dragged 
no trace of it has been found.

Unexpected Development When Anil- 

Smoke Advocates Admit Invalidity 

of the Ordinance 



Regretted Womanly Limitations.

The anti-smoke advocates in Zlon 
City headed by Overseer VoUva ad- 
mitted defeat Monday in circuit court 
when before Judge Whitney, they ask- 
ed that their prosecution of three men 
charged with smoking on the streets be 
dismissed. 

The defendants were Wm. Fabry, 
Caleb Busick, L' onard Hough who up 
on arrest a year ago admitted that they 
had smoked but insisted the city ordin- 
ance covering the matter was uncon- 
stitutional. They were. found guilty 
and fined but appealed and the cases 
were called >Monday morning. Attor- 
neys V. V. Barnes and C. P. Barnes for 
the city and Vollva, by their action 
practically admitted they did not be- 
lieve they could get a conviction. 

This was the first time the smoke or- 
dinance had come into the circuit court 
for a ruling, hence opponents take the 
summary action asindicative that smok- 
ers cannot be prosecuted successfully. 

Advocates of the ordinance declare 
that they will have a valid ordinance 
passed at once and insist that one can 
be passed which will hold. 

Opponents of the anti-smoke plan de- 
clare thot smoking cannot be prohibited 
as it is interfering with a man's person- 
al rights. The ordinance has been ef- 
fective ever since Dowie established 
Zion but no test case ever came to trial. 
Men arrested always paid their fines or 
the cases dropped before they were 
tried. 

.About a year ago the above defend- 
ants intentionally smoked in Zlon in 
order to test the ordinance and there- 
fore took the appeal which dragged 
along until Monday when it was to have 
been tried on its merits to see If the 
law would "hold water.'* It was ful- 
ly expected the anti-smoke people would 
fight it but the summary request to 
dismiss the case indicated an admission 
that they felt the law would not be 
held valid enough to secure a convic- 
tion. In other words, the opponents 
felt that if the constitutionality of the 
ordinance was put up to the court he 
would likely hold it Invalid; they argue 
that the advocates feared letting the 
matter go that far, fearing the adverse 
ruling from the judge. 

Orvis and Beaubien had prepared the 
defense for the three men and it is said 
that they would have attacked the con* 
Btitutionality of the ordinance'on the 
grounds that tobacco is a commondity 
in use everywhere; that it was even 
once used in place of money for barter- 
ing and that a man's personal rights 
were intersered with when an ordin- 
*ance was passed preventing him smok- 
ing. 

The anti-smqke people insist they can 
get an ordinance which will stick and 
they state that they will have a hew 
one' passed by the council at once. 

The dismissal of the cases which were 
the test cases long looked for Is taken 
to mean that the men of Zion who have 
longed to smoke without fear of arrest 
may **cut loose" and it is said that city 
oflilcials who still believe no smoking 
should be allowed .will not cease their 
efforts to prevent the practice, fining 
offenders under the present ordinance 
as long as they can. However, in face 
of the dismissal of the cases it Is felt 
that any offender who might be fined 
would now appeal the case, hence, un- 
til 'some new measure is adopted, in 
face of Monday's court action, it is hard 
to see, how smoking will be combatted 
successfully.

THE WOODMAN RATE BILL 

Pcrmils Referendum on Premium Changes 
When Members arc Dissatisfied 

Superintendent Fred W. Potter of 
the state insurance department was ad- 
vised Monday that Governor Deneen 
had signed the Lundberg or Senate 
committee substitute for the Donahue 
bill. 

The substitute, like the Donahue bill, 
aims to authorize a voteoftiie mem- 
bers on the readjustment of rates of 
the Modern Woodmen of America, 
adopted in Chicago Inst January in ad- 
journed meeting of the Head Camp, the 
sovereign legislative body of the society. 
However, there are essential distinc- 
tions. 

The Donhue bill suspended the in- 
creased rates until the Head Camp in 
January, 1915, and provided that no In- 
crease should at any time take effect 
until approved by vote of a majority of 
the members. The Head Camp legisla- 
tion of 1912 provides that the new rates 
shall take effect May 1, 1912, and that 
those who were members prior to May 
1, 1912, shall have until January 1, 1913 
to decide to which of the new plans 
their certificates shall be transferred. 

The senate substitute does not dis- 
turb the new rates, but authorizes a re- 
ferendum on petition representing at 
least 10 per cent of the membership, 
this to be filed within eight months 
after the adoption of the new rates. 
If this is done, then the rates shall be 
repealed i£,a majority of all the mem- 
bers of the society vote for repeal. * 

The senate substitute is the legisla- 
ture's own device for extricating Itself 
from an embarrassment attended with 
danger to the political fortunes of many 
of its own members. The apparent dis- 
positions of the society is to waive legal 
objections and welcome a referendum 
should a petition therefore be filed, 

The readjustment proposed at Chica- 
go was carried by a substantial major- 
ity, 460 to 307. 

Head Consul Talbot expres'sed the 
position of the society by saying: 

"While we would have preferred no 
legislation, yet this Senate substitute 
is of such a character that we can work 
under it. ' The society, in spite of the 
depressing effect of this discussion, is 
writing new business at a satisfactory 
rate and applications for transfer to 
new plans are coming in as if nothing 
had happened." 

The Fraternal Voters' Protective 
league, organized when the Donahue 
bill was pending, represents 150 frater- 
nal societies in Illinois, exclusive of the 
Modern Woodmen. The purpose Ts to 
resist legislation inimical to the fra- 
ternities and to carry the fight into the 
legislative districts.

Rlohoson has paid the penalty for the 
murder o( Avla Unnell. Tho former 
alorgyman wns electrocuted at 12:10 
Tuesday morning In the Charlostown 
Btato prison. 

Tho condemned man walked to the 
olcctrtc chair with more flrnmoss and 
courage than had been expected by 
those who had observed him for the 
past few weeks. Ho had spend his last 
hours In seeking spiritual consolation 
In tho Bible and In conversation with 
his spiritual advisers, who were In al- 
most constant attendance up to tho 
last momenL 

Prison Chaplain Stebblua and Dr. 
Johnson had a nerve-racking cxpcrl- 
onoo with the condemned man before 
they succeeded In having him resign 
himself to his fate. 

Only when they had reminded him 
that ho was onco a minister and ought 
to show a sublime faith In the here- 
after did the man announce that ho 
was ready to face tho ordeal of legal 
death without flinching. Before this 
he had exclaimed: 

"It 1b terrible I cannot^ stand IL 
They will have to carry me." 

Afterward, however, ho seemed to 
take the attitude that It was bis duty 
to tho church to bo brave. Under tho 
influence of that attitude be bore up 
remarkably well, although thero were 
periods when outbreaks occurred. 

Throughout all of Monday Rlche- 
Bon either prayed, sang hymns or re- 
cited psalms. In tho evening he swal- 
lowed some broth. vVt ten o'clock tho 
prison barber came in to shave blm. 
Guards held Richcson whilo this waa 
being done. 

"Warden," asked the condemned 
man while this was being done, "what 
clothing will I — imes away In? I un- 
derstand It has been arranged that a 
special suit Is to be placed on me." 

"It Is tho prison custom to do that." 
said the warden. 

"I would appreciate It very much," 
said RIcheson, "If you would let me 
waUc there In my regular clothing." 

"I will consider your request," re- 
plied the warden. 

Illche£on then asked about the hour 
set for his execution. 

"When will It be, warden?" was his 
anlous query. 

"It depends entirely on yourself," he 
was told. 

At these words tears streamed down 
Rlchcson'B chocks and In a quivering 
tone he said: 

"Don't be afraid of me. There will 
be no scene. My ministers have taught 
mo how to stand It I am ready to go 
to tho chair. You need not lie afraid 
that anything will happen. Tho sooner 
I die tho better for myself and all con- 
cerned." 

Turning to Rev. Dr. Johnson, the 
priaor^r then said: 

"Doctor, I am sure you will not for- 
get to send my farewell message to 
my father In Virginia. Tell him I died 
deeply repentant and with full faith 
that I shall face my Maker In all peni- 
tence." 

In a hotel near the Charlestown Jail 
was Douglas RIcheson, a brother of 
tho condemned man, who had come 
hero from Chicago. A lawyer aaked 
him to go and say farewell to his 
brother. He said he was ready. Tho 
lawyer sent word to the condemned 
man, who cried: 

"I can't! I can't! Douglas had best 
not come here. I could stand It, hut 
he might break down." 

The solemn hour of midnight found 
RIcheson praying, after which he re- 
cited the Twenty-third Psalm. Ha 
aoemod to find consolation In this part 
of the psalm: 

"Yea. though I walk through tho 
valley of the shadow' of death, I will 
fear no evil, for Thou are with me; 
Thy rod and Thy staff they comfort 
mo." 

"I am ready now," he said. 

A moment later the warden ap- 
pe<ired to escort him to the death 
chamber. RIcheson did not falter, 
,and walked to the chair with firm atep 
and every outward Indication of calm- 
ness and resignation.

NEARLY DROWN. 



WOMAN AND CHILD DEAD 



Several Rescued Victims In Hospital 
in a Serious Condition — Shock and 
Fright Maddening — Negro Boot- 
black Saves Six Lives. 



Seattle, Wash., May 21.— Through 
the collapse of a portnblo slip or gang- 
way on the Colman wharf, from which 
they were going aboard, from ono bun- 
dred to one hundred and twenty-flve 
passengers of the Seattle-Tacoma 
steamer Flyer, Capt. Everett 13. CoIIIn, 
were precipitated Into tl^o waters of 
Pugot sound here Sunday, with the re- 
sult that two were drowned and of the 
rescued from forty to fifty were ren- 
dered well nigh unconscious, and all 
suffering from fright and shock. 

That the toll of death was not great- 
er may be ascribed to the proximity 
of many water craft largo and small 
In tho harbor, the good discipline 
maintained by the Flyer's oUIcora ond 
the preaence on the wharf and Us ap- 
proaches of several hundred specta- 
tors, all of whpm engaged In the res- 
cue work, and many of whom displayed 
heroism, notably J. H. Johns, a negro 
bootblack, whoso skill as a swimmer 
enabled him to save no less than six 
persons from drowning, and W. H. 
Pugh of Green Lake, this city. 

Tho lost wero: Mrs. H. Leonard, 
7411 Belmont place. Seattle, and Carl, 
tho four-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
George Bruder of this city, Mrs. Leon- 
ard was alive when taken out, but ahe 
expired wlUiln a few minutes, while 
tho little boy was drowned outright 

Of the rescued about forty were 
taken to hospitals, tho K^scoalvlng, Pa- 
cific and Providence. Several are In 
a dangerous condition, others were 
more or less injured In the collapse of 
tho gangway and all are aulTerlng from 
shock and fright. Many were uncon- 
acloua when picked up by the boata. 

Fully one hundred were struggling 
In tho water at ono time or clinging to 
piles and the cries of distress from tho 
women and children were heartrend- 
ing. Nearly half an hour elapsed bo- 
fore all wero picked up.

Portage la 
Prairie Is the hub of an excellent dis- 
trict, and Yorkton, Mlnnedosa, Dau- 
phin, Morden, Manltou and a dozen 
other towns aro important help as con- 
aumers. 

The Dominion and Provlnclol Immi- 
gration ofllclala aro working In strong 
sympathy with the "Million for Mani- 
toba League," and In addition to tho 
general literature sent out by the Gov- 
ernment, the League has prepared 
pamphleta giving uaeful and conclao 
Information, which on addressing tho 
Secretary, Million .League, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, will be forwarded free.

That room la In the Castle of St. An- 
gelo, otherwise known as the tomb of 
Hadrian, In Romo. This famous 
mausoleum, one ot the oldest land- 
marks ot the Eternal City, has been 
greatly changed since Its erection 
more than seventeen centuries ago. 
The original structuro Is almost bid- 
den by fortlflcatlons that havo been 
built around It;' the cone of earth 
which once crowned tho top, planted 
with evergreens, has given place to a 
gilt angel sheathing a sword; and tho 
Interior has been stripped not only of 
works of art that adorned It, but ot 
much ot tho very material usod In Us 
construction, that material having 
been utilized for other buildings. 

In 1500 tho tomb was connected 
with tho Vatican by a subterranean 
passage. A photogravure of the castle 
ot St. Angelo, as It Is now . called, 
showing also the Tiber, the * bridge 
that gives approach to the tomb, and 
the dome of St Peter's In the back- 
ground, illustrates this article. St 
Peter's the largest Christian place of 
worship in the world, and the Mecca 
of pious pilgrims from all over the 
globo, has also undergone various 
transformations since the early days 
when It succeeded an old basilica lo- 
cated on tho same spot It was built 
at first on the plan of a Greek cross, 
which was changed later to a l^tln 
cross and shifted between these two 
forms twice more before being left In 
Its present form. It Is not seen to full 
advantage at close range, on account 
of Its great dimensions r but the pic- 
ture accompanying this article gives 
an excellent eftect ot the stately and 
Impressive dome.

SEEK NEW LIGHT ON PIGMIES 



Curious People Found to Be lndu»- 
trious and Intolllgent — Expedi- 
tion to Visit Them, 

liondon. — Fresh and Interesting li^ 
formation regarding the habits and 
conditions of lite of a curious pigmy 
race will be sought by tho new expedi- 
tion to Dutch New Qulnea, which Is 
now being planned In London. This 
strange raco ot people wore tlrst seen 
by white men* when tho recent expedi- 
tion under Capt C. G. RawUng pene- 
trated into tho heart of the Island. 

Rawllng's expedition comprised sU 
Englishmen and was sent out by the 
British Ornithologists' union. Their ob- 
jective was a long " range ot snowy 
mountains, called tho Nassau range, 
but hotwoen them and It lay 60 miles 
of absolutely uuoxplored country and 
of tho most difficult kind to negotiate. 
Dense forest covered most of U, Inters 
-sected'wlth rivors which for one halt 
of tho year were torrents and the other 
half nearly dried up river bods.

The Japanese sol- 
diers who aocompanled Rawllng as 
bearers spied a couple of. tho little 
pigmies one day In the hills. The plp- 
mloa bolted at once, and an exciting 
ohaae took place, which ended In 
their being captured, and two days ;lar 
ter more were surprised and surround- 
ed. ' They proved to be sturdy men, 
averaging about four feet, eight Inches 
high, and much better developed than 
tho tribes oncounterod In the plains. 
They were also Industrious, and de- 
cidedly more Intolllgent. They had 
neatly constructed huts, and after 
some timo It was discovored that they 
hod words In their language to denote 
numerals up, to ten, words entirely 
lacking from the language of the 
plalnismon. Although tho most atren* 
uoua search was made, only soUtarj^ 
huts could be found. /Strangely 
enough, no children and only one 
woman, who waa being escorted to her 
new homo from her wedding, wer« 
■een.

BUND HAN' S SIGHT RESTORED 

Piece of Cornea From Dead Animal, 
Transplanted, la Hailed aa Tri- 
umph of Surgery. 

The French Academy of Sciences an- 
nounces the success of an operation 
on a blind man, performed seven 
months ago and watched carefully 
ever since. 

A workman had an eye burned by 
quicklime, so that the cornea had be- 
come opaque. It has long been the 
dream of scientists to transplant the 
cornea from animals to man, but so far 
this has been tried without success. 

This transparent cornea Is one of 
the most delicate parts of thehuman 
organism. Very soon after death, or 
after tbe removal of the eye from a 
living person, for that matter. It be- 
comes opaque and begins to break up. 

But M. Uagltot has found a way to 
preserve Its transparency. In the case 
In question It had been kept a week 
before a piece of It was fltted Into the 
depression made by removing a quar> 
ter-lnch square section of the cornea 
of the blind man's eye. 

Now, after seven months' observa- 
tion by the surgeon, the eye is pro-

ONCE EMBLEM OF ROYALTY 

Fur of the Ermine, Really a Wonder 

of Nature, Has Been Prized for 

Many Centurlei* 

The fame of the ermine as a crcn^ 
turo "patronized by royalty" dales 
back to the reign of King Edward III. 
of England, who made It a punishable 
oCFcnso for any person except those of 
royal birth to wear the fur of this 
handsome little animal. This tyran- 
nous restriction has been long re* 
Bclnded. 

The motamorphosls of the ermine 
frotn dull reddish brown to purest 
white 1b among the greatest wonders 
of nature. According to Bell, the 
change Ib effected "not by the loss of 
the Bummer coat and a aub'stltutlon of 
a new one for the winter, but by the 
actual change of color In the ball*." 
This remarkable process has a par* 
allel In the change of plumage as ex- 
empUfled In the ptarmigan, but In the 
case of that bird the change of pig* 
meat only Instead of entire plumage 
takes place la the spring and not la 
the autumn. The ermine and the 
ptarmigan, then, though resembling 
one another In this change of dresa, 
actually take on their winter coats In 
opposite fashion, yet In each case a 
white winter dress Is adopted. It is 
further worthy of note that as In the 
ermine the tall remains always black, 
BO In the ptarmigan certain feathers 
of the tall are permanently of tbo 
same color, no matter what the sea- 
■on of the year may be.

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English Spmir 
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HE Engltflh sparrow among birds 
Is comparablo to tho rnt among 
mammtilB. It Is cunning, deatruc- 
tlVc, and fllthy. This sparrow 
was Introtlucod into America 
about 60 years ago, and Is now 
distributed generally over tho 
oaBtem half of the United States 
and southern Canada and locally 
westward to the Paclflc coast. 
This rapid Increase Is a result of 
the bird's liardinoss, extraordinary fecundity, di- 
versity of food, aggressive disposition, and al- 
most comploto Immunity from natural enemies 
through Its sagacity and Its preference for thick- 
ly settled communitlos. 

Its natural diet consists of seeds, but It cats 
a great variety of other foods. While much of 
Its annual faro consists of wasto matcrlnl from 
the streets, in autumn and winter It consumes 
quantities of ^eed seed, and In summer numer- 
ous Insects. Aside from tho destruction of weed 
seed, there is very little to bo said in tho spar- 
row's favor. 

It destroys small fruits, as cherries, grapes, 
pears and peaches. It also destroys buds and 
flowers of cultivated trees, shrubs, and vines. In 
the garden It eats seeds as they ripen, and nips 
off tender young vegetables as they appear above 
ground, peas nnd lettuce being especially subject 
to attack. U damages wheat and other grains 
when newly sowed, ripening, nnd in shocks. It 
reduces the numbers of some of our most useful 
native species, such as bluebirds, house wrens, 
purple martins, tree swallows, cliff swallows, and 
barn swallows, by destroying tho eggs ond young 
and by usurping the ne.itlng places. It attacks 
other familiar native birds, as the robin, wren, 
rey-eyed vlreo, cnthird and mocking bird, caus- 
ing them to desert parks and shady streets of 
towns. Unlike our native birds whose places It 
usurps, it has no song, but Is noley and vituper- 
ative. It defllos buildings nnd ornamental trees, 
shrubs, and vines with Its excrement and with 
Its bulky nests. 

The evidence against the Kngllsh sparrow 
ts overwhelming, and tho present unfriendly 
attitude of the public toward It is reflected in 
our state laws. Nowhere Is It Included among 
the birds that are protected. In response to 
frequent inquiries for means of abating the 
sparrow nuisance received by the United 
States Biological Survey, a few approved 
methods applicable to different conditions are 
here described. 

Sparrows frequently give annoyance by 
roosting in ornamental vines and In crevices 
about buildings. If driven out late at night, 
several nights in succession, they will usual- 
ly desert tho roost A Jet of water from a 
garden hose Is a potent dieturber, particularly 
on frosty nights. Where water Is not avail- 
able, small Roman candles may bo employed. 
Though sparrows may be driven from a 
given neighborhood, tho relief thus obtained 
Is only temporary, nnd has the further objec- 
tion that the nuisance is simply transferred 
elsewhere. More drastic action Is therefore 
preferable. 

The most effective method of preventing the 
Increase of sparrows in a Jocallty Is to destroy 
their nests at Intervals of ten or twelve days 
throughout the breeding season. Occasionally 
they build large covered nests In trees, but 
as a. rule they build open nests In bird- 
houses, olectrlc-llght hoods, cornJcos, water- 
spouts, and similar places. While It Is often 
difficult to reach nests with the hand, they 
can usually be torn down by means o'f a long 
pole having an Iron hook at the tip. By a 
concerted and continued movement to destroy 
every nest after the eggs are laid, Kngllsh 
sparrows In any locality may he gradually 
reduced without resorting to shot or poison. 

Tho sparrow's habit of nesting In cavities 
can bo turned to account against It. By pro- 
viding one-room bird-houses, or even packing 
boxes or tin cans, and putting them In trees 
or on poles or buildings at a height of about 
ten feet, tho birds may be captured after dark 
with the aid of a long-handled net. This net 
should have a deep bag and a small hoop 
made to fit the front of the boxes closely. 
After tho net has been quietly placed over the 
entrance, a few raps on the box will send tho 
tenant into It: Dilapidated buildings may 
sometimes bo fitted up for catching sparrows 
In" this way. as well as for destroying their

By setting tho trap over bait and pulling the 
cord from a sheltered point of observation 
when a flock of sparrows Is beneath It, uum- 
bors of them may be caught. Instead of the 
box described above, by which tho birds are 
taken alive an old door or some other sim- 
ilar device may be employed to adviintage as 
a deadfall. In cither case the trap should be 
kept set and baited until the sparrows are not 
afraid to go under It. The best time for trap- 
ping Is Just after a snowstorm, when the birds 
have been fasting. Then, If the ground be 
cleared and chaff and grain be put under tho 
trap, the birds will crowd in and enable the 
trapper to secure nearly all of tho local flock. 
If any escape they will spread the fear of 
traps, and before long very few of the birds 
can be Induced to go Into one. 

Sparrows are accustomed to feed In close 
flocks, and when thus assembled a largo num- 
ber can be killed by n charge of No. 10 shot. 
The best way Is to scatter grain over long, 
narrow areas and shoot tho sparrows at these 
baiting places. Where sparrows infest poul- 
try yards, tho bait may bo placed on n hori- 
zontal board, supported at such an elevation 
that- the birds can he shot without danger to 
the poultry. 

Since English sparrows are a pest and a 
reduction of their numbers Is Important on 
economic grounds, there would seem to bo 
no reason why the birds, when trapped or 
shot, should not be utilized for food In this 
country, as they have been In the Old World 
for centuries. Their flesh is palatable and 
nutritious, and In city restaurants they arc 
often served under the name of reed birds. 

Whero the use of poison Is not prohibited 
by law. It may he effectively used to reduce 
the number of sparrows. Of the different 
poisons tested, tho most satisfactory is strych- 
nia sulphate. It Is easily prepared and acts 
quickly. Wheat has proved to bo a good bait, 
as well as an excellent vehicle for adminis- 
tering the poison. The grain should be regu- 
larly supplied at tho baiting stations until the 
birds have become accustomed to reaori to 
tho place. A good time to put It out Is early 
morning, as the birds are sure to he hungry 
for breakfast* The capacity of the sparrow's 
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crop and stomach is about 30 keroflll of 
wheat, varying according to sl&e cC the 
kernels. 

In deciding tho amount ofV poisoned wheat 
to put out at one timo, It Is well to estimate 
the number of sparrows frequenting a feeding 
place nnd to allow about 20 kernels for each 
sparrow. Although two kernels of wheat 
coated with the solution described below have 
been known to kill a sparrow, six or seven 
kernels are required to Insuro fatal results. 
Only as much poison should bo put out as Is 
likely to ''bo eaten in one day, as exposure to 
moisture reduces Us virulence. Furthermore, 
sparrows that take less than a fatal quantity, 
or that become frightened by the death of com- 
rades, will forsake a feeding place If poison 
Is kept there constantly. It Is bettor, tliere- 
fore. to supply unpolsoncd wheat after each 
poisoning until tho birds have recovered con- 
fidence. An important advantage in having 
several feeding grounds Is that they may be 
used In rotation, the sparrows forgetting their 
fear of one while the others In turn are re- 
ceiving poison. 

A poison mixture that has proved very 
effective is prepared as follows: Put one- 
eighth ounce of strychnia sulphate Into three- 
fourths of a gill of hot water and boll until 
dissolved. Moisten ono and one-half teaspoon- 
fuls of starch with a few drops of cold water, 
add it to the poison solution, and heat till the 
starch thickens. Pour the hot poisoned starch 
solution over one quart of wheat and stir 
until every kernel Is coated. Sraall-kernoled 
wheat sold as poultry food, If reasonably 
clean. Is preferable to first-quality grain, being 
cheaper and more easily oaten by the spar- 
rows. A two-quart glass fruit Jar Is a good 
vessel to mix In, .as It is easily sbakon and 
allows tho condition of tho contents to bo 
seen. If the coated wheat be spread thinly 
on a hard, flat surface. It will dry enough 



for use In a short 
time. It should bo 
dried thoroughly If Is 
to bo put Into jars 
and kept for future 
use. Dishes em- 
ployed In preparing 
poison may bo safe- 
ly cleansed by wash- 
ing. 

Tho "poison should 
bo well scattered, so 
that many birds may 
be able to partake 
at the same, time, 
■Inco after a few 
are affected their 
actions excite tho suspicion of their conirades. 
Usually a few sparrows get only enough 
strychnine to paralyze them for a few hours, 
after which they recover. It Is Important, 
therefore, to visit the feeding places two or 
three hours after distributing poison to pre- 
vent such birds from escaping. It Is well also 
to remove dead birds promptly to avoid excit- 
ing tho Busplcions'of tlioae that are unaffected. 
In northern latitudes the best time to put out 
poison Is Just after a snowstorm, when other 
food is covered. Tho feeding place should be 
cleared of snow and the poison laid early In 
the morning. < ■ 

Sparrows should bo 'baited In secluded 
places, safe from Interruptions and where 
dovos and poultry are not endangered. Roofs, 
back yards, and unused poultry runs are favor- 
able situations. Proximity to low trees, grape 
arbors, and similar retreats has tho advan- 
tage that sparrows go to such places between 
meals, and many dead birds will, be found 
there well away from the bait. If undisturbed, 
poisoned birds will usually be found within a 
few feet of where the halt was spread, death 
occurring In from three to twenty minutes. 
Where doves or poultry are likely to be 
poisoned, the sparrow, after being baited, may 
bo Induced to feed In small covered pens 
made of coarsely meshed wire notting nnd 
having tho sides raised about an Inch and a 
half above the ground. There ,is practically 
no danger that cats or other animals i\^ll die 
from eating sparrows that have been poisoned. 
Any wheat coated by the above process, 
which is overlooked by the birds, wlill become 
harmloBB after a few rr-lns. 

Sparrows can be reduced locally to almost 
any desired extent by the methods outlined 
above, but It should not bo forgotten that such 
reduction can bo made permanent only by 
systoraatlc and continued efforts.

box may be nailed to the Inside of tho build- 



Ing over a hole made to admit tho sparrows. 
The box should be arranged so that tho top 
or upper part of the back can bo lifted to 
gain access to t,he Inside. 

Tho box, also Illustrated on this page. Is do- 
*slgn»d to be hung on a building or a tree. 
Its l^^qr should bo about six inches square 
and l;/ height at tho ea'ves about eight Inches. 
The roof' should be hinged' at the top for re- 
moving the eggs or young. Such boxes may 
be built of rough boards at slight cost By 
distributing a number of them shout orchards, 
shade trees, and out-buIldlngs, and catching 
the sparrows that occupy them, or by destroy- 
ing eggs, the work pf extermination may bo 
carried on at a season when other methods 
are least effective. 

Preliminary to tho following destructive 
measures, sparrows should 'be' baited until 
they are altached to the spot selected for 
their execution. Seeds, grain, or wasto from 
the table. If supplied regularJj', will soon es- 
tablish. a feeding place, If a general campalgrn 
Is to b9 undertaken,' enough such- feeding 
places 8hc\ild be maintained to attract to 
thorn practically all tho English sparrows In 
the noighborhood. This can easily be done 
In winter when food Is scarce. After thus 
baiting tho sparows they may ho trapped, shot, 
or poisoned. 

Traps ' alono ' are Inadequate to exturmlnato 
sparrows, but a reduction of numbers can 
be -effected by using a shallow box not less 
tlian four feet square, open on one side and 
covered with woven wire on the other. One 
side of ^hls 'trap rests on the ground, while 
tho opposite side Is supported by a stick 18 
inches long. Near the upper end of this stick 
Is attached a'long cord^ and between the top 



At Times Their Condition Has Improved, but 
Not Steadily. 

In connection with tbo celebration of the 
Passover tho American Hebrew published ac- 
counts of tho experiences of tho raco^ In se- 
curing a greater or less degree of emancipation 
In various countries. _ 

"Despite the reactionary raoasurcs against 
the Jews In Russia." It says, "their status In 
that country has for the past 100 years from 
time to time been more or leas Improved. Dur- 
ing tho reign of Alexander I., from 1801-18:^5, 
the flrst steps toward emancipation of the 
JowB wero taken by affording them education- 
al opportunities. 

"Alexander I. directed tho minister of edu- 
cation to draw a plan for promoting education 
among tho lows. When the said minister re- 
marked that such a plan might prove a costly 
one to the government of Russia Alexander 
replied, 'If their means should produce ono 
Mendelssohn tbo expense would be Justlfled.' 

"Nicholas I., known as the enemy of the 
Jews, nevertheless olflclalty encouraged them 
to tako up agriculture. Jewish farmers wore, 
for a certain period, to bo exempt from mili- 
tary service and taxation In land. Jews wish- 
ing to enter tho field of agriculturo In Russia 
wore practically to enjoy equal rights. 

"During tho early part of tbo reign of Alex- 
ander II., when tho serfs wero emancipated. 
It loo*kcd ns If freedom would bo granted to 
tho Jews of Russia as well. Restrlcttonary 
laws concerning the 'Palo of Settlement' were 
not enforced and schools wore practically 
opened to- the Jews. Such was the uncertain 



status of the Jews for a period of about eighty 
years, ending In 1881 with tho assassination 
of Alexander II. 

"During the quarter of a century that fol- 
lowed this period the condition of the Jews 
In Russia changed for the worse. Pogroms 
and riots took place. The well known May 
laws were enacted and enforced. The Jews 
were driven back to tho 'Pale.' which resulted 
In a large emigration of Jews from Russia to 
different countries of tho world, espoclally to 
America. Tho Klshlnoff and other massacres 
that followed wero tho climax of the terrible 
conditions. 

"Though nothing was directly dono In favor 
of the Jews In Russia in tho beginning of tho 
reign of Alexander 11-, and the worst edicts 
wore Issued during his regime, still tho des- 
perate struggle whUh the people of Russia 



made for freedom has Indirectly benelltcd the 
Jews. The struggle of the Russian people for 
liberty resulted in tho croatlon of tho duma, 
and In what Is known In Russia as religious 
liberty, which means allowing ono to return to 
tho faith one had formerly abandoned and tho 
abolition of tho censorship of tho press. 

'The Jows havo Indirectly boneflted by onch 
of these concessions of the government to tho 
people. Although the government resorts to 
means of disqualifying tho Jews from being 
elected to tho duma. yet tbo fact remains that 
the Jews arp eligible for election to tho duma 
and reactionary as the present duma may be 
there are ten Jews who hold soats thord. This 
Is because tho manifesto of Czar Nicholas II, 
granting a purllamont to the people of itussla, 
did not contain the famous phrase, 'except 
tho Jews.' "

Testing Stand to Determine Drop. 



By C. 0. REED, 
Unlverrity of Illinois. 

Tbo farm mechanics division of the 
coUogo of agrlcuUuro la conducting a 
Borlos of testa to dctormlno, If poa- 
elblo, better methods of securing ac- 
curate drop* of corn per hill by the 
corn planter. The following factors 
oro being considered In tho exporl* 
ment: Tho shape of tho licrnol as In- 
fluenced by the kind ot corn, tho grade 
of tho corn, tho system of drop and 
the proper Holectlon of plates, Tho 
experiments have not yot been com- 
pleted. 

Tho average corn grower seems 
well satisfied with the latest methods 
of com planting, but tho ahrowed. 
scientific business farmer Is giving 
careful consideration to the present 
day problems confronting him In 
economically seeding his major crop. 
As tho agriculture of our middle wbst 
becomes more Intense, these problems 
" will become more scrloua, and In or- 
der for the experimentalist to meet 
them efflclcntly he must enter tho 
field at an early date. Ho Is Indeed 
late OS It Is. 

Experimental work on farm field 
machinery falls naturally Into two 
general classes. Tho first class in- 
cludes that work which furnishes data 
Indicative of tho most economical use 
of B machine by tho user. It la a 
typical product of state experimental 
stations, of primary value to tho farm- 
er and of but secbndary Importance 
to the manufacturer. In tho second 
cloBB, however, the benefactors are 
reversed, for here emphasis la placed 
on tho ofilclency of tho machine. Its 
points of weakness or Its failure to 
meet certain TequlrementB, and op- 
portunities for Improvements are thus 
suggested. Such .work Is typical of 
our manufacturers' laboratories; It Is 



of primary value to tho designer and 
of secondary Importance to the user. 

When tho farmer demands a purely 
mechanical Improvement to solvo a 
simple problem, tho genius of tho 
manufacturer meets that demand. The 
Inventor can even force an Improve- 
ment on the market, and thus educate 
tho farmer to make use of It. On the 
other hand, the farmer's demand may 
bo just OS Infiucntlal. 

Each of the different factors of 
shape and grade of corn, and system 
of drop or selection of platos has Its 
poaslblUtles. Duo to the kind or corn, 
the kornela may range. In shape from 
fiat, rounding kernel to tho narrow 
peg-top shape; the grade may be 
hand-sorted, unsorted, or machine 
sorted; and the kind of drop may bo 
tho edge, flat or hill drop system. Also 
tho right slied plate may bo used, or 
by cnrelesBnesa the operator may use 
a plate In which tho cells are a Uttlo 
too large or too small. With theso 
complexities before us we see that a 
number of factors Infiuenco accuracy 
of drop and what range each of theso 
factors possesses. 

The great dividing line In methods 
of testing may he drawn between 
those of the field. Tho former are 
simple and much alike In detail, but 
In field methods a greater number of 
posBlbllltles present themselves. If 
we wish to determine tho ofilclency of 
an Individual machine, or exactly what 
a machine will do under field condi- 
tions, wo must by all means go to tho 
Oeld. Manufacturers whq employ 
both laboratory and field' methods 
agree that one or two per cent, belter 
tests can ho obtained In the field, at- 
tributing tho Increase in accuracy to 
the jarring of the machine. The ac- 
companying photograph shows method 
of setting up testing stand for labora- 
tory experiments.

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LABOR-SAVING METHODS OF GARDEN TILLAGE 




Horte Cultivator for Garden. 



By PROF. JOHN W. LLOYD. 
University of llllnole. 

Labor-saving methods can be em- 
ployed In the care of tho growing gar- 
den crop as well aa In the preparation 
of tho seed-bed. It ia desirable to 
plant the garden In long rows bo that 
horso tillage may) bo Introduced. By 
tho use of a narro^tooth; cultivator It 
lapoBBlblo, with a Bteady horse, to 
work fairly close to the rows of even 
small vegotabloB. However, for the 
early tillage close to the rows of beets, 
onions, carrots and alrallar crops, 
there Is nothing equal to a wheel hoe; 
and throughout the season this tool 
con bo very largely substltutod for tho 
hand hoe. Us use will refeuU in a 
great saving of labor. Labor will also 
be saved by cultivating the garden 
fpequently,. and keeping the soil In 
good friable condition, rather than tai- 
ling at leas frequent Intervals and al- 
lowing the ground to become baked 
before It la tilled after a rain. Tlnaely 
tillage means easy tillage and tho 
easy tillage and the most^ favorable 
condltiona for growth, while untimely 
or Infrequent tlllogo means dlfllcult 
.tillage and loss favorable conditions for 
growth. * ^ 

The most tedious labor in the ordi- 
nary garden* is the hand weeding of 
the BmiUl vegotahloB. By proper man- 
agement of the garden' a large amount 
of thlB labor can bo eliminated. One 
way to avoid excesslvo labor In hand 
weeding Is to keep weed seeds out of 
thei garden as much as possible by 
avoiding the use of manuro containing 
fuch seeda, and by destroying ftll 



weeds in and about the garden before 
they go to seed, even if they appear 
after tho crops are harvested. But In 
spite of all that can bo done there will 
always be weed seeds present In gar- 
den Boll. The way to prevent these 
from producing weeds that aro larger 
than tho vegetable plants and endan- 
gering the llfo of the latter. Is to keep 
them from starting growth before the 
vegetables have a chance to start 
Thia 1b done by. thoroughly working 
tho soil Immediately before the vege- 
table seeds are planted, thus \kllllng 
any weed seedlings that are about to 
appear above tho> surface, and giving 
the vegetables an oven start with the 
weeds that may develop from seeds 
germinating lafer.
